L ~ Byt amending the title of this action to read as follows: 

Gambi Publications, Inc., Harold Weis berg, 
and Dell Publishing Co. , Inc. 

2. - By amending Paragraph U to read as follows;

The Gambi Publications, Inc. , a defendant herein, is a New York cor- 
poration with offices at 30-30 Northern Blvd. , Long Island City, New York, 
which is not qualified to do business in Louisiana, but is doing business in the 
State because of the sale and distribution of the magazine H Saga M t Harold 
Weinberg, a defendant herein, residing at Coq D'Or Farm, HyattstOwn, Mary- 
land, who conducts business in the State of Louisiana by virtue of the sales in 
Louisiana of his book n Whitewash-The Report on the Warren Report N , is the 
author of thA article "Ken&bdy 1 ® Murder-Burled Proof of a Copapiracy H f which 
article appears in the April, 1&&7, edition of Saga Magazine, designated as 
volume 34. No. 1, and by virtue of hi# being the author and publisher of the 
book entitled "V.'hitewash-The Report on the Warden Report", which book has 
been widely sold and distributed in the State of Louisiana, and Dell Publishing 
Co. , Inc. , a Mew York corporation, with offices at 750 Third Avenue, New 



Yorj^ New ^ork* a publisher of the book entitled N White wash “The Report on 
the ivarren Report T a which book has been widely sold and distributed in the 
State of Louisiana, are Justly and truely indebted unto petitioner, jointly, 
severally and in solids in the full sum of One Million Dollars ($1, 00Q, OGG, GO) 
for the reasons hereand after set forth,

4. - By adding an additional paragraph following Paragraph HI, to be 
numbered Paragraph III (A), as follows; \ ,

book ' v'/hitewash-The Report on the Warren Report", and that said book was 



published and printed subsequent to 1965, and said book was widely distributed, 
sold, and read in the New Orleans area, the State of Louisiana, throughout the 
United States and in foreign countries.
